balance' of the Keichsbank, . the com- 
mission explains, but the German gov- 
ernment would liavc no right to dis- 
pose of it without obtaining previous 
authority from the commission to do 
so.

commission had verbally notified Ger- 
man officials that the go'd reserve of 
the Relchsbank and other German is- 
suing banks must be deposited before 
May 1, either in Cologne or Cobienz, 
us security for reparations.

For'Bone Dry' 


Prohibition 


TORONTO, OXTi, April'lO—Ontario 


Yesterday voted for a ''bone.dry pro- 
Vb:tion on the. referendum to stop the 
importation and sale of .intoxicating 
Hqnors in the province, by a majority 
unofficially 
placed 
between 125,000 


and 200,000. These figures were'pre- 
dicted -upon an estimated- total rote 
of about'000,000. 


• 'The result of the election will be 
the application.- of the dominion law 
prohibiting the importation of liquor 
from any province, state or country. 
The Sandy bill, which prohibits "short 
circuiting" or the delivery within the 
province of liquor manufactured there 
will be enforced, it is said, as there 
is no law which forbids the_ manu- 
facture of intoxicating liquors in On- 
tario. 


The .province of Alberta, Saskatche- 


wan and Nova Scotia have previously 
voted in favor of bone dry prohibition. 


TORONTO, April 19.—Placing the 


majority vote for "bone ^dry" prohibi: 
tion in Ontario yesterday at 200,000, 
the Rev. Dr. A. S. Graiit, secretory 
of. the .Ontario referendum' committee, 
today. ^ announced immediate, steps 
toward procuring measures against the 
manufacture of-intoxicating liquors in 
the entire dominion. 


Dr. Grant expressed 
the opinion 


that the manufacture sale or importa- 
tion of liquor would 
be 
prohibited 


throughout Canada within five years. 
Discussing the result, of the referen- 
dum yesterday, he said that province 
could not logically or morally continue 
the manufacture of liquors for exporl 
to other provinces or to 
the United 


States.

A DOUBLE QUESTION 


HE supreme court is considering a question that involves 
both right and constitutionality. 


. It arises in a case broughj, up. from Cleveland seeking 


to prevent state authorities from interfering with the teaching of 
the German language in the Lutheran parochial schools. There is 
a statute which prohibits the teaching of any foreign language in 
elementary schools and the public'school authorities maintain this 
applies to aU'elementary schools, whether they be public, parochial, 
or not. On the other hand it is insisted the statute has no right to 
say to a parent what his child shall be taught. 


Thus the issue is made. It appears simple enough, but from a 


legal standpoint it involves what the lawyer terms "fine points."" 


It is now contested the legislature can prescribe, within broad 


compass, what shall or shall not be taught in public schools, be- 


- cause they arc state institutions and the power that creates and or- 


ganizes them, must, necessarily have wide authority to regulate, but 
v,hen it comes to other schools, those maintained either by an indi- 
vidual or an aggregation of individuals, at private expense an en- 
tiielj different issue is raised. If the stale ctm say German shall 


• not be taught in these schools it has the same power to say 
the 


bdine thing of Spanish, Latin", Greek or to carry tlie logic to its ex- 
treme, even English; it can even go further and say none of these 
. languages shall be taught in the home. It would be absurd to do 
so, certainly, but the legislatures often do absurd things.

But they will 
not solve the food problem of the na- 
tion. .Until some way is found of re- 
warding the farmer for doing Ji-s 
task well instead of punishing him,' he 
will be -under strong indticemeuts to 
short-ration us. 


The worst difficulty 
which 
the 


farmer faces in carrying out his pro- 
gram Is that chance, and weather huve 
a great deal to do with the size of 
crops. He can decide how much land 
he will plant in n given crop and he 
does consider^ this matter more and 
more carefully with- one eye on the 
market, 
But he cannot decide how 


much tlie ^and will produce. 
That de- 


pends on the weather. In onionsi the 
same land may produce as little as 
150 bushels per acre or as much ns 
GOO bushels.- Thus the farmer may in- 
tend to produce a small crop and pro- 
dnee a large one in spite of himself. 


Tins uncertain-element in farming is 


illustrated''better by the potato crop 
than by any other. 
Yon have doubt- 


less noticed-, that potatoes go up and 
down in price in a mo'slr disturbing 
way. 
One year they are n luxury and 


tlie next year a drug on the market 
The farmer docs all he can to regu- 
late the supp'y, but an acre that pro- 
duces 85 bushels of potatoes one year 
may produce 110 bu.shols 
the 
next. 


Then. too. lurge sections of the crop 
may be destroyed. 


Thus some years the country actual- 


ly produces more potatoes than it can 
eat or sell. Here is a real waste that 
must be used somehow.

rection, or in several directions, as to 
exclude the things necessary for a 
well-rounded 
and proi>erly balanced 


existence, mental and physical. 
'. In .tiiis view, we may all sense the 
distortion in our own lives resulting 
from our several avocations or neces- 
sities. Tlie confinement in offices or 
factories during daylight 
hours vhas 


its evil effect on our physical life, 
for open air, sunshine and 
outdoor 


exercise are impossible, there as we 
toil year in and year out. 
So, con- 


centration of the mind on business, 
law, medicine, or any one learned pro- 
fession, because it 
excludes other 


tilings from our minds during our ac- 
tive lives, distorts our intellectual life. 


Unquestionably, we are all- distort- 


ed. A man who yields -himself ex- 
clusively to money-malting, or to po- 
litical ambitions, or to reform move- 
ments, as a daily and yearly habit 
must become distorted in the direction 
of his aims, if ho- "specializes" on 
them. 
And we specialize if we win 


ivhat we call success. So,it is that 
every community comes to be a -col- 
lection of distorted lives, driven by 
necessity to 'neglect those varied em- 
ployments of body and 
mind which 


ulcne can yield symmetry and beauty 
to both body and mind. 


We all have the slant, tlie bins, the 


twist,,which our several fates have 
fastened iipon us. The man of money 
thinks finance, and measures other 
things by his own vpredominant in- 
clination.
